EVERYBODY IS OPTIMISTIC 


But American League Own- 


ers Claim They Are Not 
Committed to Any Peace 
Plans—Meeting Today is 
the Most Important Ever 
Held In History of Or- 
ganized Baseball.

York, Dec. 17. — Barney 


Dreyfus, owner of 
the 
Pittsburgh 


Nationals, returned today from his 
conference with the American league 
magnates at Chicago and declared 
that there will not only be peace be- 
tween organized 
and 
independent 


baseball interests, but that it will be 
the best kind of peace. 


Dreyfus was in a 
joyful 
mood 


Tvhen he reached the hotel where 
the National League magnates 
are 


holding their meeting. He said: 


"I went, I saw, 1 conquered. In 


other words I accomplished 
every- 


thing I attempted toward peace. The 
liest kind of peace is coming." 


The American League men arriv- 


ed shortly after 10 o'clock. 


In the party were President Ban 


Johnson of the league, Charles 
A. 


Comisky, president of the 
Chicago 


club; J. J. Lannin, president of the 
Boston Americans; Col. Jacob Rup- 
pert, Jr., of the New York 
club; 


President D. S. Minor of the Wash- 
ington club, in addition to a number 
of club secretaries, managers 
and 


other officials. 


Johnson stated that there was lit- 


tle or nothing new in the situation 
but that he was extremely hopeful 
of the outcome of the general con- 
ference this afternoon. He said the 
outlook for peace was bright. 
All 


members of the party appeared op- 
timistic, but one magnate said the 
American league was not 
at 
this 


time committed to any peace plans. 
At the National league meeting 


during the forenoon the magnates 
heard Dreyfuss' report of his trip to 
Chicago and agreed to meet Ameri- 
can league representatives and all 
parties interested in the peace pro- 
posals at 2 p. m. 
Rumors 
which 


seem well defined gave the follow- 
ing tentative 
outline 
of 
develop- 


ments should the baseball war be 
ended: 


Sinclair of the Federals will buy a 


big block in the New York Nationals 
and will be elected to the board of 
directors; Weeghman of the Chicago 
Federals will buy a controlling in- 
terest in the Chicago Cubs; Ball and 
Stiefel will buy the St. Louis Browns 
outright. 


Further, it was said, George F. 


Ward of Brooklyn, will retire from 
baseball and his Brooklyn park may 
be taken over by the International 
league. 


President Gilmore of the Federals, 


it was said, will be elected president 
of the Chicago Cubs and 
will 
be 


groomed with a view to-his ultimate- 
ly succeeding Teneras the head of 
the National league.

Held Today 


Official Text of Eeply Will 


Not Be Made Public Un- 
til Officials Have Had Op- 
portunity to Study Note 
More Carefully—Situa- 
tion Will Not Affect Pres- 
ident's Honeymoon Trip.

Washington, Dec. 17.—Austria's 


reply to Secretary Lansing's note on

night was laid today 'before Presi- 
dent Wilson and the cabinet and diB- 
cussed more than an hour. 


The gravity of the situation caus- 


ed by Austria's 
rejoinder 
to 
the 


American demands which is consid- 
ered evasive, unsatisfactory and un- 
acceptable, remained unchanged. 


The next step will not be decided 


upon until some minor points 
not 


clear in the official text are checked 
up. 
The apparent discrepancies are 


not important and may be due 
to 


transmission or translation from the 
state department code, but they will 
be cleared up before another move 
is made. 


Secretary Lansing said he did not 


know when the official text of the 
note would be given out for publica- 
tion and that it certainly would not 
be made public until he had an op- 
portunity to study it fully. 


Another note setting out why the 


United States cannot accept Austria's 
reply will go forward before the sit- 
uation takes on a more settled as- 
pect. 
Meanwhile there 
are

smooth out the troubled situation. 
Frequent calls of Baron Zweidinek

Before the president leaves, how- 


ever, he will agree with Secretary 
Lansing on the outline of a reply to 
Austria's note and if there should 
be any further change in the situ- 
ation, Mr. Lansing will go to confer 
with the president at the place where 
he will spend his honeymoon. That 
place, however, has so far been kept 
secret. 
Austria's reply to the Ancona note 


was received at the state department 
during the night and early today was 
being decoded to be laid before Pres- 
ident Wilson and Secretary Lansing. 


A dispatch from Ambassador Pen- 
field, evidently delayed in transmis- 
sion, was received just ahead of the 
nbre. It is said the report had been 
delivered to him by the Vienna For- 
eign office Wednesday at noon and 
that he had immediately forwarded 
it to Washington. 


The report is 1,000 words long. 


The translators were put to work at 
once. 


When the cabinet met, however, 


translators were still at work decod- 
ing the note, and the text was not 
available. 
The translators 
finished 
their 


work, however, while the cabinet was 
in session, and a state 
department 


messenger brought the note to the 
White House. It at once was sent in 
to Secretary Lansing.

HAS RARE CXHAJECTIOX 


OF OLD SCHOOL BOOKS. 


In the library of Prot. Lewis V. 


Andersen, head of the department ot 
history of education ot 
the 
Ohio 


State University, is a collector 
ot 


school books that \vould make grand- 
mother, or even great-grandmother, 
remember her school days if she were 
to open 
their 
yellow 
cardboard 


backs. 
Early arithmetics, geogra- 


phies and dog-eared spelling-books 
vie with one another in their efforts 
to be the oldest 
occupant ot 
the 


shelveb. 
At present 
the 
place of 


honor is accorded a pigskin covered 
volume of Erasmus' "Adagio," print- 
ed in 1650. 
Others in the collection 


are the tamous 
Webster 
spelling- 


book published 
in 
1767, a Pike's 


arithmetic of 1787 
and 
the 
first 


American 
grammar, 
published 
in 


1795. 


That astronomy was a recognized 


school study in the early nineteenth 
century is shown by the presence ot 
an as-tionomy school textbook, 
the 


first edition of which appeared in 
1828, while the first botany text- 
book for schoolroom use was pub- 
lished in 1848. Co-ed 
students, 


studying home economics, may be in- 
terested to know that this same sub- 
ject was taught in the girls' schools 
of America in the early '40's. 
The 


text-book used was entitled "A Book 
on Domestic 
Economy," 
and was 


written in 1842 by Catherine Beeeh- 
er, a sister of Henry Ward Beecher 
and Ha'riet Beecher Stowc. 


An examination of the 
histories 


shows that they existed first as a 
portion of the school reader and that 
one of the first real histories, called 
tho "Peter 
Parley 
History," was 


written in conversational form. Gold- 
smith and Hawthorne were engaged 
as hack writers for these, and many 
of the pages bear marks of 
their 


skill. The first music book was pub- 
lished in 1845, and a history of edu- 
cation appeared in 1844. 


"Although not as extensive a col- 


lection as I should 
like to have," 


said Professor Anderson, "they are 
invaluable to me in my original re- 
search work in history of education. 
I have collected them partly through 
book exchanges and partly by haunt- 
ing old book shops, where many fam- 
ilies have sold school books that have 
been m the family for three or four 
generations,"

restrain the Globe, from the publi- 
cation of alleged libels. 
Mrs. As- 


quith's attorney said: 


"For a whole fortnight before the 


issue of this writ, Mrs. Asquith has 
been deliberately pursued 
in 
the 


defendant's newspapers with accusa- 
tions of disloyalty and of association 
with German prisoners at Donning- 
ton hall. She has been described as 
a traitor and a disgrace to her sex, 
and attacked in 
most opprobrious 


terms. 
These attacks were 
syste- 


matically and 
malevolently main- 


tained and were only suspended af- 
ter the writ had been issued." 


The attorney opposed the Globe's 


request for a postponement urging 
the court not to deprive the plain- 
tiff of this opportunity to clear her- 
self publicly. 
"The persecution of Mrs. Asquith 


has been going on nearly a whole 
year," he 
said. 
"It 
began 
last 


spring in another newspaper, which 
the defendant -doubtless would say 
was of a lower class than the Globe. 
That paper had to apologize public- 
ly and, at Mrs. Asquith's

day session, batches 
of 
telegrams 


from Newark business men and or- 
;anizations were delivered to 
the 


convention hall and read to the del- 
egates. These 
telegrams included 


messages of invitation from Mayor 
Bigbee, the Merchants Association, 
the 
Board 
of 
Trade, 
individual 


merchants and others. The sys- 
tematic manner in which the cam- 
paign to land the convention was 
conducted, impressed the delegates 
and when the vote was taken on the 
next meeting place, Newark won by 
a large majority. 


The Grange will bring to Newark 


several thousand Ohio farmers be- 
sides attracting to the city during 
the four days of the convention week 
thousands of Licking county Grang- 
ers. 


Declaring that President Wilson is 


trying to commit this country to the 
old-world policy of militarism, 
the 


Ohio State 
Grange 
yesterday 
.de- 


nounced the administration's policy 
of preparedness and declared against 
any attempt to increase the army and 
navy beyond what is necessary for 
police control and protection. 
The 


resolutions adopted favor "prepara- 
tion for peace rather than prepara- 
tion for war," and 
advocate main- 


taining the navy at the highest point 
of efficiency. 


The Grangers declare for woman 


suffrage and state and national pro- 
hibition. 
They advocated that the 


laws be amended to permit citizens 
in the rural districts to establish and 
maintain mutual telephone 
service 


when not for commercial purposes 
and be free from control of the state 
utilities commission. They declared 
themselves in favor of a jail sent- 
ence and forfeiture of license for any 
person driving an automobile on the 
public highways in an 
intoxicated 


condition. 


Resolutions also were adopted de- 


manding legislation giving farmers 
police power to permit them to ar- 
rest violators of the game laws who 
may trespass upon their farms. 


A nonpartisan tariff board to set- 


tle the tariff question was also advo- 
cated in the resolutions. 


The 
holding of 
a 
mid-winter 


fair 
annually on the Ohio State 


fair grounds was indorsed. 
The 


present system of centralized control 
of the rural •'schools was approved, 
and uniform 
textbooks were advo- 


cated. 


The next state Grange convention 


will be held in Newark the second 
week in December, 1916. 


George F. Watts of Geneva was 


re-elected a member of the executive 
committee. The other members are 
T. C. Laylin of Norwalk and George 
E. Scott of Mt. Pleasant. 


The master and secretary of the 


Grange will receive $800 a year and 
the lecturer $400 a year. The rest 
of the officers will be paid $2.50 
a 


day and their expenses while away 
from home on official business.

ped on Venice lias added a new ter- 
ror to these raids. 
These asphyxiat- 


ing bombs have been 
used in the 


trenches, but not until the air raid 
of November 18, was the deadly gas 
used in bombs dropped on cities, so 
far as is known. 


The air raid on the 18th -was not 


made known at the time, even Home 
and other cities not knowing that it 
had occurred, as the military author- 
ities threw a rigid cordon of silence 
around the city. 


It was not a serious raid, in peo- 


ple injured or damage done, but its 
chief importance was in bringing for 
the first time the shower of asphyx- 
iating bombs. 


The raid occurred near the arsenal, 


which is the chief point of attacks 
for these raids. 
None of the bombs
